Ghana’s Ambassador to the U. S., His Excellency 
William M. Q. Halm, invited representatives of 17 
major colleges, Johnson Publishing Co. President 
John H. Johnson and Vice-President LeRoy W. Jeff- 
ries to a July 16 dinner meeting in Washington, D. C., 
to discuss educational opportunities for American 
Negroes in Ghana. The group also planned to dis- 
cuss a Ghana-U. S. exchange program for students 
and educators.

Jackie Robinson Turns Down Dem Platform Post

Nixon, ex-baseball star Jackie Robinson urged Negro vot- 
ers not to endorse either Republican or Democratic Can- 
didates until both parties complete their civil rights plat- 
forms. Revealing to Jet that he had refused to accept a 
position on the Democratic platform committee, Jackie 
said “I’m not interested in either party. We ought to let 
them know they can win or lose the election depending 
upon how the Negro votes.” 


Atlanta Jury Urges Improving Of Race Relations 

While condemning such Negro activities “as mass pick- 
eting and the so-called non-violent marches,” the Fulton 
County (Atlanta) Grand Jury called for action toward 
improving race relations by upgrading Negro housing, 
recreation and hospitals and increasing “the ratio of 
Negro to white” policemen. 


Atty. Paul Jones, Pittsburgh Councilman, Dies 
Atty. Paul F. Jones, Pittsburgh’s first and only Negro 
councilman, Gat of a heart attack at his home on the eve 
mt of his scheduled departure to the Demo- 
cratic National Convention in Los Ange- 
les.

Says Negroes Have More Political Power Than South 

Negroes have greater political power in America than 
the southern politicians, according to Jonathan Daniels, 
editor of the Raleigh (N. C.) News and Observer. Compar- 
ing the declining electoral vote of the South with the 
growth of six non-southern states with Negro populations 
of 500,000 or more, Daniels said: “Our last substitutes for 
statesmen—will not face facts, and offer us no genuine 
philosophical leadership as they once did.”

Vel Phillips Fires Ist Convention Rights Bolt 

As the Democratic National Convention opened in Los 
Angeles, a trim Milwaukee lawyer, Mrs. Vel Phillips, urged 
enactment of a strong civil rights plank and almost pre- 
cipitated a Dixie walkout. Making her debut as the first 
Negro national committeewoman, the Howard University 
graduate tangled with Florida’s Sen. Spessard Holland in 
an exchange before the convention Platform Committee. 

Because the Florida lawmaker called for “moderation 
and understanding” in drafting a rights plank, Mrs. Phil- 
lips asked him how the Party could gain the respect of the 
world and even the country by drafting a weak rights 
platform. The Florida Senator retorted that by writing 
the platform in “generalities and not specifics” it wouldn’t 
anger his constituents and people in the “Solid South.” 

Maintaining that the Democratic Party should be more 
interested in “winning rights than in compromising,” Mrs. 
Phillips gained tremendous applause. The dramatic out- 
break marked Mrs. Phillips’ official entrance in national 
Democratic Party affairs. She was mobbed as she left the 
ballroom of Los Angeles’ Biltmore Hotel. 

Earlier, Oregon delegate Monroe Sweetland told Sen. 
Holland that Dixie’s treatment of Negroes was the reason 
for the full delegation coming to the convention and de- 
manding a strong civil rights plank. Leading off as a Civil 
Rights proponent .was NAACP Exec. Sec’y. Roy Wilkins, co- 
chairman of the Leadership Conference On Civil Rights. 
However, it was Joseph Rauh, vice-chairman of the Amer- 
icans for Democratic Action, labor leader Walter Reuther 
and spokesmen for the Rev. M. L. King Jr., and A. Philip 
Randolph, who urged endorsement of the Dixie sit-down 
strike and the Supreme Court school decision. 

As the civil rights issue threatens to provoke a party 
crisis, leaders of ministerial and labor groups showed 
solidarity by staging the huge march through Los Angeles 
streets followed by a mammoth civil rights rally. One 
minister, the Rev. Maurice A. Dawkins, even conducted a 
one man “pray and fast” at the entrance to the Conven- 
tion downtown hotel headquarters. ®

ATTRACTIVE D. C. LAWYER IS 


Into Boston two years ago flew an attractive Wash- 
ington woman lawyer on a risky but history-making 
mission. The job assigned Atty. Marjorie Lawson was 
to woo Negroes back into Sen. John F. Kennedy’s fold 
following a civil rights misunderstanding. If the chore 
had not been carried out with discreet dispatch, it 
would have made political headlines: it marked the first 
time a Presidential aspirant appointed a Negro to a pre- 
campaign team. 

Since that mission, which helped Kennedy pile up an 
overwhelming victory in the campaign, the smartly- 
clad, efficient (even though this is her first such try) 
lawyer has become the “secret weapon” the Senator’s 
forces have used to help overcome staggering odds in 
U. S. Negro communities. 

Even today, the 43-year-old lawmaker personally 
knows more Negro leaders, has addressed more racial 
gatherings, been a visitor into more Negro homes than 
any other Presidential candidate. Outside of the Wis- 
consin primaries, he has piled up amazing leads in 
Negro areas in seven states where he fought primary 
battles. And, according to his staffers, he is the “most 
sensitive person” in the race relations field. 

Much of the credit, perhaps, goes to the mother of a 
16-year-old son, Belford III (who will be the first Negro 
page at a Dem convention) and wife of a prominent 
lawyer. When she started, it was an uphill battle. 
Today, as the tide turns, she is fast becoming the most- 
sought-after politician in the nation’s capital. But says 
she: “I’ve always respected the Senator and had faith 
in him. He is a wonderful man.” 

However, the male half of the husband-wife legal 
team is responsible for the first Negro woman to serve 
as a consultant to a presidential candidate. After the 
1956 convention, Atty. Belford Lawson wrote Kennedy 
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KENNEDY’S RIGHT HAND WOMAN 


a letter calling him “a fresh, dynamic leader,” which 
resulted in a home-and-home social schedule. Lawson 
and Kennedy became fast friends, even now are fre- 
quent phone chatters. 

From the initial meeting, Marjorie Lawson has trav- 
eled to some 28 states (over 50,000 miles) , talked to hun- 
dreds of Negroes in selling Kennedy. 

Typical of her role was the West Virginia primary. 
Fresh from a defeat in Milwaukee’s Negro sections, she 
organized a campaign trail in the Mountain State which 
included Negro colleges and interviews with key leaders. 
During the campaign, she got Kennedy to speak out in 
behalf of sit-down demonstrations, be more vocal on 
civil rights topics. The result was that Kennedy gained 
a huge majority in Negro sections, erasing the legend 
that he couldn’t carry the Negro vote.

Quiet, Turmoil Highlight African Ceremonies 
While quiet, pomp and circumstance surrounded in- 
augural rites in Ghana and independence in Somalia, tur- 
moil punctuated independence in the Congo Republic, 
Africa’s largest and richest sovereign state. Rundown: 
@ In Ghana: With blessings from Queen Elizabeth, the 
Republic of Ghana was proclaimed and Kwame Nkrumah 
was named its first president. Nkrumah accepted an in- 
vitation to visit and exchange ambassadors with Red 
China and said that the U. S. had not “come out boldly 
enough” in assistance of under-developed Africa. 
@ In Somalia: British and Italian Somaliland received in- 
dependence and was voted into the United Nations. 
@ In the Congo: Mutinous Congolese troops reportedly 
raped several European women and molested nuns in the 
town of Thysville and were charged with attacking Belgian 
officers who command them. The soldiers sought removal 
of their superiors and additional pay. Meanwhile, prison- 
ers at the Stanleyville Central Prison revolted, broke 
through prison gates and raced through the town. Rival 
Lulua and Balaba tribes clashed, with a total of 16 killed. 
in the first six days of independence.

Discoverer of the grasshopper substance, so new it is 
still unnamed, is Meharry Medical College physiologist Dr. 
Landry E. (for Edward) Burgess, 51, whose 13 years of 
research on the spring-legged insect earned him the nick- 
name “Mr. Grasshopper.” 

“Human physiological diseases result to a large extent 
from a disturbance in the delicate bio-chemistry of the 
body,” Dr. Burgess explains. “If you can understand 
these processes then, perhaps, you’re on the way to find- 
ing a cure for a number of diseases.” 

Alcoholism, for example, often causes a heavy drinker 
to eat less and less protein, thus depriving him of the 
amino acid which helps the liver rid itself of fat floated in 
by the blood stream. As the liver becomes more clogged 
with fat, that is as cirrhosis of the liver progresses, the

body drifts inexorably toward death. 

Now, perhaps, the tide can be stemmed. In a paper co- 
authored by a Meharry dean, Dr. D. T. Rolfe, and read 
before a convention of the Federation of American Soci- 
eties for Experimental Biology, Dr. Burgess reported a 
reddish-brown substance isolated from grasshopper eggs 
and injected in about 1,000 laboratory rats reduced their 
liver fat from an average of 24 per cent to 8. Since rat and 
human liver processes are almost identical, the “grass- 
hopper pigment” promises relief for the nation’s esti- 
mated five million alcoholics. 

“Within six months we’ll test the substance on a human 
being,” said Dr. Burgess. “We can’t say who for obvious 
reasons,” he chuckled. 

Subsidized by a U.S. Public Health Service agency since 
1959 (the last four years at $10,000 annually) , the Meharry 
physiologist houses about 20,000 grasshoppers in an air- 
conditioned laboratory. Experience has taught him to be 
as careful with his grasshoppers as a mother hen with 
her brood. Last January, a lab worker apparently thought 
he was “too fin- | 
icky,” Dr. Bur- 
gess recalled. 
The worker’s 
sole responsibil- 
ity was to wash 
each lettuce leaf 
separately and 
rinse them sev- 
eral times. But 
she devised a 
shortcut.

Commercial Firms Seek Scientist's Research 
powerful insecticide, the lettuce killed the entire grass- 
hopper colony. Fortunately her boss was able to hatch re- 
placements from a batch of refrigerated eggs. 

Since a limited egg production will never equal poten- 
tial human demand and because “grasshopper pigment” 
is unobtainable from other sources, Dr. Burgess is devel- 
oping a method of artificially producing the material. 

The scientist revealed two major commercial firms have 
already asked to underwrite his project added: “I couldn’t 
sell it to them even if I wanted to, because of the govern- 
ment subsidy and because there is more work to be done.” 

Averaging 14 lab hours a day, because he “loves” his 
work, the Louisiana-born church deacon, who was edu- 
cated at Morehouse (A.B.), Atlanta U. (M.S.) and Univ. of 
Iowa (Ph.D.), finds little time for golf—his only hobby.

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NEWPORT JAZZ FESTIVAL 
The Newport Jazz Festival, granddaddy of all American 
jazz bashes, ended on a series of sour notes and unflatted 
fifths this year. The City Council voted 4-3 to rescind its 
license after thousands of young buffs from surrounding 
areas converged on the staid and crusty scene, trampling 
underfoot the snooty dignity of this famous resort city 
which for many years has been the summer headquarters 
for some of America’s wealthiest families. The youths were 
finally subdued by water hoses and tear gas and a num- 
ber of them were arrested. Few Negroes were involved. 
The day of the riot a deputy sheriff served Festival Presi- 
dent Louis L. Lorillard with a $75,000 writ of attachment 
secured by fashion show producer Martha Holiday, who 
charged non-payment of a 1959 show staged for the 
festival. And immediately following the cancellation of 
its license, the Festival started a $4 million suit against 
the City of Newport for negligence in police supervision. 
For the first time, the Newport Jazz Festival was chal-

lenged on its home ground by a rival group headed by two 
of the stormiest characters in jazz—bassist Charlie Mingus 
and drummer Max Roach. Flatly declaring war on the 
established festival with charges of a racial differential in 
the payment of musicians’ fees, the Mingus-Roach group, 
styling themselves simply Just Jazz staged a series of 
afternoon and evening concerts at the nearby Cliff Walk 
Manor—a hotel overlooking Easton’s Beach. 

Negro poet laureate Langston Hughes presided over the 
funeral ceremonies of the 1960 Newport Jazz Festival when 
he officiated as narrator-emcee of the final afternoon bash, 
significantly titled, The Blues. 

Artistically the Cliff Walk Manor festival was a triumph, 
but financially it flopped.
